Referees in bankruptcy, he says, 
‘should be placed upon the same plane 
as were clerks of the United States 
District Courts prior to July 1, 1919, 
by establishing maximum pensa- 
tion, s fic compensation within such 
maximu to be fixed for each referee 
by the Attorney-General. 

It should be made an offense to con- 
ceal assets not only from the trustee, 
as mow provided by law, but from 
creditors in compensation cases or 
from any officer of the court charged 
with control and custody of property, 
including receivers and m certain

urges. Criminal prosecutions within 
the bankruptcy act should be per- 
mitted at any time within three years, 
Mr. Crim believes, instead of having 
to be brought within the year as now 
provided and a provision which fre- 
quently defeats justice.

League of Nations Indorsed 

The council also passed resolutions 
advocating America’s entrance into 
the League of Nations, declaring for 
prohibition enforcement and con- 
demning organizations like the Ku 
Klux Klan, without mentioning that 
organization directly. 

The warless world resolution says: 


Believing that war as a method 
of settling international disputes or 
achieving national aspirations is both 
unnecessary and anti-Christian, the 
council reaffirms its faith that Christ's 
way of thought and fe is sufficient 
to overcome the cause of war and lead 
the Nation into a life of co-operative 
peace. The council also believes that 
there is a special obligation upon the 
church of Christ to organize and pre- 
pare for peace, to engage at once with 
all its power in a campaign of educa- 
tion against war as a method, and in 
favor of other methods of settling dis- 
putes, to diminish among peoples the 
disposition to resort to force, to bring 
the people to the conviction that war 


is wrong, and to develop the will for 


N . 
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peace. 

The Rev. Dr. William E. Barton, 
Oak Park, III., former moderator of 
the national council and chairman of 
the committee on resolutions, made 
this statement today to a representa- 
tive ot The Christian Science Monitor 
concerning the resolytions adopted 
relative to war, the League of Nations, 
and the World Court: . 

The committee on resolutions re- 
ceived a large number of resolutions 
on these various mafters, and in the 
first report presented resolutions which 
they deemed most likely to expreas the 
judgment of the council. These resolu- 
tions were not presented in the exact 
form in which they came to the commit- 
tee, but they did not originate with the 
commitee and may spoken of as the 
committee resolutions only in the sense 
that they sented what the com- 
mittee Was to agree upon as likely 
to meet the view of the council. 

These resolutions were not suffi- 
ciently emphatic to commend them- 
selves to certain of the younger min- 
isters, a number of whom had served 
bravely overseas, either in the trenches 
or in religious.or welfare work. The 
Rev, Roy B. Chamberlin of Hanover, 
N. H., acted as spokesman for a con- 
siderable group of these men, and pre- 
sented substitute fesolutions; which 
were referred back to the committee 
after they had been presented on the 
floor of the council. The committee 
accepted a considerable part of the 
Chamberlin substitute, and agreed that 
Mr. Chamberlin should have the floor 
to present an amendment which the 
committee did not see its way to incor- 
porate in the report. 

In the final hearing the Chamberlin 
Amendment, which opposed all curtail- 
ment of free speech in the time of war. 
and was thought to contain an impli 
censure of the courts, was voted down, 
and the committee's report was adopted. 
This report was stronger than the, 
report of the committee and, like that 
re „ Was’ unqualified in its denun- 
ciation of war as a means of settling 
international disputes. It was, how- 
ever, a resolution in favor of peace, 
rather than pacificism. 

In its final amended form it wa 
adopted by the council with very few 
negative votes, and it represents, I 
think, the united government of the 
delegates of the churches as nearly 
as that can be formulated in a resolu- 
tion of this character. 

The report as adopted inco 
the 10 propositions of the Federal 
Council's report on peace, and is thus 
in entire harmony with the resolutions 
which have been passed by other rell - 
gious bodies, but the resolution goes 
beyond these.

(a) The skillful performing of néces- 
sary work, which. shall be dardized 
as to quality as well as q ity; (b) 
that laboring men and their organiza- 
tion shall consider ‘the total welfare 
of industry and seek that inclusive jus- 
tice which includes the welfare of all 
parties to the industrial process. 

For the farmer this. will mean a 

r power of self- determination in 
the ownership and Control of his prop- 
erty and in the marketing of his 
products. At present the farmer. buys 
and sells in a market very largely con- 
trolled by middlemen. and consumers.

HE remains one of the wonders of 
the age: Not since Taglioni and 
Fanny Elssier has a danseuse ob- 

tained and maintained such universal 
fame. In choreography she has but 
one rival and he is a man—Nijinski. 

Trained in the august atmosphere of 
the Imperial Theater of Russia, a won- 
derland of art which bountiful Tears 
dowered beyond the dreams of avarice, 
there is but one word for her per- 
sonality. She is aristocratic. Her 
appearance, her every movement, her 
marvelous sense of line and pictur- 
esqueness, reveal intellectual refine- 
ment and—it is often not even the 
gift of princesses—such engaging sim- 
plicity of manner that she rather 
caresses us to admiration instead of 
commanding it.

Galsworthy’s ‘F oundations’ 
Played in Melbourne 


MELBOURNE, Sept. 24—With a 
ruthless hand, youth sweeps away 
all obstacles. All that tends to hin- 
der the realization of its desires, or its 
ideals, is mercilessly battered, and 
stormed with energy. Optimism 
mingles and alternates with fervid 
pessimism. Youth's critical powers 
are often in abeyance; for this reason 
tolerance is scornfully ignored. But 
experience, the great teacher, re- 
orders the estimates of youth. The 
most revolutionary spirit becomes 
tempered, mellowed by advancing 
ye ors. 

Mr. Galsworthy is established as a 
literary man of the first rank, one, 
whose works so intimately reflect his 
age, that they will be studied with 
eager interest by posterity; the con- 
flict in John Galsworthy’s plays is in- 
variably tense; it hdlds the undivided 
attention of his audience. 

“Foundations” was produced in 
Melbourne Sept. 2 and 3 by the 
Mermaid Repertory Society. The pres- 
entation suffered from improvised 
settings; the acting lacked “finesse.” 
But on the whole, the producer, Mr. 
Frank Apperley, merited great credit. 
It is better to aim high and fall below 
the mark, than to fight shy of the 
dificult shot. 

Mr. Galsworthy’s earlier plays— 
“Strife,” “The Silver Box,” “The 
Mob,” show a stern sincerity of pur- 
pose, which is somewhat. lacking in 
his later work. Perhaps maturer

MEXICAN EMBASSY 
MAKES PUBLIC 
FINANCE REPORT 


‘Balancing of Budget and Pay- 
ment of Debts Recognized as 
Chief and Pressing Needs 


Special from Monitor Bureau 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28—The Mexi- 
can Em y has made public the full 
text of the report on the Federal Treas- 
ury by the Secretary of Finance. 

Expenditures authorized for 1923 
amounted to $348.487,287 and the in- 
come is estimated at $283,846,599. 

Furthermore, several million dollars 
more in appropriations are now pend- 
ing or are ready to, go before the 
deputies for approval which will bring 
the difference between authorized ex- 
penses and probable revenues to 
$90,000,000. 


Effort to Balance Budget 


“The financial problem of the Gov- 
ernment presents for the moment two 
important questions demanding g most 
urgent solution, namely, the cing 
of the budget and the payment of the 
debts,” says the report. 

The immediate solution of the first 
of these questions will stop the ac- 
cumulation of new debts and will facili- 
tate the solution of the second. 

The balancing of the budget is in ac- 
cordance with a very elementary theory 
of financial ethics, that no Government 
has the right to increase the sacrifices 
of the contributing people, enlarging the 
taxes or creating new ones, while those 
already in force are not applied to the 
public services, in an economical and 
efficient manner. .

— regular personnel and public serv- 
ces. 

“(c) Reorganization of the national 
productive services and administration 
of the national properties with a view 
of increasing their productiveness. 

“(d) Dismissal of that part of the 
regular personnel that may be consid- 
ered unnecessary; and a 
« “(e) Restriction on the extension and 
additions of the bu t already re- 
quested or those about to be requested. 

“Even with these economies it is not 
possible to pay all the debts already in- 
curred and necessary to be contracted, 
and it. is recommended that back pay- 
ments, such as customs duties, fines, 
taxes on water rights, and inheritance 
be collected; that a number of federal 
properties be sold and that a banking 
loan be sought, with federal property 
as security.”

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BIG BANKER SAYS

Thomas W. Lamont Asserts Po- 
litical Events in Mexico Not 
Regarded Apprehensively

NEW YORK, Oct. 23—Recent political 
developments in Mexico are not appre- 


rhensively regarded by bankers, accord- 


ing to Thomas W. Lamont of J. P. 
Morgan & Co.

Mr. Lamont said that, although: the 
committee had regretfully noted the 
Statements emanating from Mexico 
City as to the Government's financial 
problems, nevertheless the committee 
continues its confidence that President 
Obregon will carry out his promises and 
meet obligations.

Lee, the eminent Shakespeare scholar, 
saw the copy in 1903, shortly after 
issuing his Census of First Folios, he 
stated that its condition was ‘better 
than he had been led to believe from 
the description he had received, and 
consequently moved it up on his scale 
from No. 117 to No. 92. 


Only 14 Perfectly Preserved \ 


Of the nearly two hundred copies 
extant of the probably 500 originally 
issued in 1623 only 14 are in. what 
book collectors consider a perfect state 
of preservation. In the large ma- 
jority of copies the preliminary leaves 
and the last leaf are missing, giving 
silent testimony to the hard but ap- 
preciative usage which the book un- 
derwent in its early years. Only 
three or. four copies are now in the 
original binding. It was published at 
£1, and for several generations was 
not considered to be worth more. The 
gamut of pecuniary value that this 
remarkable book has run is perhaps 
no better illustrated than in the bis- 
tory of the Bodleian copy. 

By an agreement entered into in 
1610 with Sir Thomas Bodley, the 
London Stationers Company agreed to 
present to the Bodleian Library one 
perfect copy of every book published 
by a member of the company. Under 
the terms of this agreement, a copy 
of the First Folio, in sheets, was deliv- 
ered to the library shortly after its 
publication in November, 1623. It was 
then turned over to the university 
binder, bound by him and returned to 
the library, as the records show; 
chained to the shelves and nearly read 
to pieces by the next two generations of 
Oxford students. When the third folio 
appeared in 1664 this first edition was 
considered merely a duplicate and 
consequently sold by the thrifty libra- 
rian, doubtless for a few shillings. 
All trace of it was fost until about 
20 years ago, when it was discovered 
in the library of a Derbyshire family, 
identified beyond doubt by its stand- 
ard Oxford binding, in which other 
books of the Bodleian, bound about 
that same time, were still standing. 
After some negotiation t) ‘ook was 
bought back in 1906 by the Bodleian, 
but instead of changing, hands for a 
few sbillingsa it required £8000 to 
reverse the action of Bodley’s Hbra- 
rian of 1664. 17. 
On, This Rests Fame 

Perhaps no book has had a more in- 
teresting sale history than this volume, 
in spite of its wretched typesetting and 
miserable press work. Yet on this 
rests the “fair fabric of Shakespeare's 
fame.” In the firat 50 years after 
publication, it is known to have been 
sold by booksellers at less than the 
pound at which it was published. The 
first recorded auction sale is of 1687, 
but the price is unknown. The ear- 
liest priced record of an auction sale 
is of 1756, when_a copy was sold for 
three guineas, This copy is now in

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Driftwood Carved by 
q Mighty Sculptor 


Old Ocean Shapes Human Fig- 
urés in Animated Line 


RS. G. DE BURGZAC, a French 
sculptor, has discovered per- 
sonality in bits of driftwood 

carved by the ocean. By the use of 
wax, which under her fingers becomes 
face, hands, or feet, she completes and 
animates the figures she discerns in 
the pieces of wood. The ocean could 
not find a better interpreter of its in- 
tentions, for in all her work she keeps 
the original lines which the waves 
have worn. 

|. Through this collaboration with the 
sea unexpected and interesting results 
are achieved. Here is an old woman 
bent with-a load of fagots, a grotesque 
Chinese figure, a gypsy glancing 
through her half-drawn veil. There 
are a series of romantic silhouettes: 
a woman on a rock, with wind-blown 
garments; another smelling a rose; 
sprightly dancers, Sarah Bernhardt 
in a tragic role.

has been tried for three years in this 
city and has proved to he a greater 
success from all points of view than 
those fairs still held with such “at- 
tractions in other western cities of 
approximately the same size—656,000 
inhabitants It is believed that this 
exhibition is the first of its kind in

What? one may ask. Is there no 
reality in the material universe? Chris- 
tian Science answers this emphatically 
in the negative. On page 468 of Sci- 
ence and Health, in that familiar para- 
graph termed the “scientific statement 


of being,” Mrs. Eddy states: “There 
is no life, truth, intelligence, nor sub- 
stance in matter. All is infinite Mind 
and its infinite manifestation, for God 
is All-in-all.” Here, then, is the foun- 
dation upon which is built the whole 
| structure of Christian Science; and it

tions raised at the beginning of this 
discussion. 

Accordingly, it is seem that a ma- 
terial universe without the realm of 
God's infinite consciousness is an im- 
possibility, and the whole claim of 
a matter-world, subject to disaster 
through earthquake, fire, and ffood is 
dissipated. Since “all is infinite Mind 
and its infinite manifestation,” there 
is no reality outside Mindeand fts ex- 
pression—the perfect ideas which con- 
stitute God’s universe. Moreover, these 
ideas are governed by God, and they 
move in the spiritual realm in perfect 
order; and nothing unfolds in the 
spiritual universe except in accord 
with divine will and as expressive of 
divine purpose. Thus is precluded the 
possibility of God’s responsibility for 
such disasters, or of His knowledge 
of their occurrence. Elijah was right: 
not in the earthquake, or the hurri- 
cane, or the fire, but in the “still small 
voice,” did God speak. 
~ That God is the only power, the all- 
powerful, and yet is not manifest in 
the so-called forces of nature, may 
seem an anomaly: yet it follows that 
infinite power, which is an attribute 
of God, who is all good, could not be 
the instrument of destruction. As the 
so-called material universe is the 
counterfeit of the true spiritual cre- 
ation, so the material sense of power 
is the counterfeit of the true power 
which inheres in God and is exer- 
cised by Him only in the promotion 
It appears, then, that these 
évents called disasters are not the ex- 
perience of God's children, but are the 
hypothetical happenings of a supposi- 

ous condition which has no place in 

lity. This, obviously, puts the whole 
problem of untoward events, whether 
apparently large or small, outside the 
pale of God's kingdom and places them 
in the realm of unreality, the hypo- 
thetical. 

It is mot to be denied that humanity 
seems to suffer; and the necessity for 
succor and rescue is not answered by 
the assertion, It never happened. So 
long as the belief in human exiatence 
with its varied experiences seems to 
persist, so long will there remain the 
necessity for the exercise of the hu- 
manitarian qualities set forth by 
Christ Jesus in the parable of the good 
Samaritan. And the joy of minister- 
ing to the needy is not lessened by the 
understanding that God's children 
nev@r lack; that His infinite blessings 
meet their every need. The spiritual, 
perfect man was never apart from the 
love and mercy which are divine.
